Transport 
system funds 
to be

City Administrator Gene Wahlers is 
leaving Monday on an East Coast trip 
during which he will personally file a 
$336,000 grant application ^ with the 
Department of Transportation to further 
bolster Lompoc’s public transportation 
system. 
Whalers said this morning he would 
file the grant proposal in Washington 
D C. under the Urban Mass Transporta­ 
tion Act of 1964. City Council approved 
the filing at their last session Oct. 18. 
The application, according to the city 
administrator, seeks funding for five ad­ 
ditional 
buses, 
garage and vehicle 
maintenance buildings and a control 
room to direct a growing public transit 
system . 
Under the UMTA program, cities 
match 80 per cent grant funding with 20 
per cent local monies. TTiat breakdown 
would require the city to add $84,000 to 
the proposed grant for a $420,000 total 
package. 


The city had originally planned to land 
the grant within the next three years, but 
Wahlers said he hoped the period could 
be sliced to between 18 months and two 
years. 


“We’re trying to cut the tim e because 
the city is trying to build a facility for 
maintenance and housing of other city 
vehicles, spending some of our own 
money for additional garage area and 
improvements at the corporate yard and 
we will try to tie the two projects 


together,” Wahlers explained. 
The five new buses would probably 
replace the two existing city buses. 
Wahlers said, leaving Lompoc with a 
three or four-bus operation and one 
backup bus. The application also is 
proposing that two of the buses have a 
wheelchair lift. 
“I’m pretty hopeful (the grant) will be 
approved.” Wahlers said. “I think we 
have a good chance. We’ve run our own 
city system on city funds for over a year 
now and I th in k w e h a v e good 
justification ” 
UMTA grants previously have been 
reserved exclusively for larger public 
transit operations—Santa Barbara has 
received UMTA monies—but a recent 
grant to Morro Bay has lifted Lompoc’s 
hopes. 
Embarking on a “ shopping trip for 
grant 
projects and potential grant 
funding for the city.” Wahlers will spend 
next week at the International City 
Management convention in Atlanta. 
While in Washington D C. the following 
week. Wahlers said he will m eet with 
Congressman Robert Lagomarsino, the 
D ep a rtm en t of 
D e fe n se and 
the 
Economic Development Administration. 
The DOD is conducting a study of Lom- 
p o c ’s e c o n o m ic d e p e n d e n c e on 
Vandenberg AFB which W ahlers is 
hopeful can be used as a basis for an 
EDA grant for the development of an In­ 
dustrial park 
Wahlers noted the Washington EDA of­

last night in an Advisory Planning Com­ 
m ittee m eeting that attracted more than 
IOO persons. 
The m eeting got under way at 7:30 
p.m. in the conference room of the 
County 
Administration 
Building with 
moat of the committee’* 29 members on 
hand. and m em bers of the audience 
overflowing the room into the hallway. 
People had com e to hear the debate or 
to make presentations on the com m it­ 
tee’s deliberations on land use and zon­ 
ing, both volatile issues 
There was a tenseness in the air Many 
of those present remembered the blunt 
confrontations of the meeting on Oct 20. 
and wondered alm ost aloud if the even­ 
ing before them would be a repeat 
The concerns for the tone of the 
meeting to com e were heightened at the 
outset when Carl Murphy, a member of 
the audience handed out broadsides 
labeled. Legal Notice. “To all federal of­ 
ficers of the IRS. HEW. HUD. en­ 
vironmental. health and other uncon­ 
stitutional agencies and to all local 
m em b ers of plann in g and zoning 
boards.” Then the broadside quoted pur­ 
portedly federal law setting forth the 
rights of individual property owners. 
Chairman Art Hibbits took matters 
firm ly in hand after gaveling the 
meeting to attention He appointed com ­ 
m itte e m e m b e r . D ia n n e O w en s, 
parliamentarian in a move to avoid the 
conflicts of previous m eetings, and he 
announced an agenda with names of 
those who had indicated an interest in 
making presentations. There were also 
others who now expressed an interest in 
speaking 
Before all that began, however, com ­ 
m ittee member Rick Schmidt read a 
lengthy statement defending the motives 
and procedures of the com m ittee and 
declaring: “ . . in the name of legitim ate 
and sound input, this com m ittee has been 
forced to listen to varieties of vilification 
and verbal abuse, during the past several 
sessions, that have become both rank 
and gross. Our chairman has. with ad­ 
mirable restraint, bent over backwards 
to allow community members to speak, 


has requested that they speak to the is­ 
sues and has been forced to put up with 
nam e-calling that has exceeded the 
lim its of normal courtesy 
E xcept for one issue involving a 
request for the division of property on 
Santa 
Rosa 
R oad, the co m m itte e 
devoted the four-hour meeting to “ listen­ 
ing to the public.” 
One of the first to speak was Gary 
Hauenstein who declatMl: "I want to 
apologize to the com m ittee for the way I 
acted last week 
I don’t wish to in­ 
timidate anyone. I don't like to be in­ 
timidated m yself.” Then he read a 
lengthy passage from a novel by Ayn 
Rand extolling man s rights 
Major presentations were made by 
Tom Green for the Lompoc Valley Board 
of Realtors, and by John Sherman, presi­ 
dent of the Vandenberg Village Associa­ 
tion 


Despite the decorum and the more 
structured character of the meeting, 
compared to previous meetings, the op­ 
position of most of the audience to the 
com m ittee's urban-rural lim it line. 
cam e through loud and clear. 
Green criticized the com m ittee for 
“creating areas adaptable to your own 
individual, personal moods, rather than 
looking at the overall picture of what is 
good for the whole com m unity.” 


Later he challenged the com m ittee's 
proposed urban limit line noting that “ it 
basically encom passes those areas that 
are now already developed ” 
Green called for the extension of the 
limit line to include a 450-acre parcel, 
west of Vandenberg Village and a 300- 
acre parcel east of Mission Hills 


Sherman echoed the plea for the 450- 
acre addition to the Village as the logical 
area for growth and argued that the ex­ 
tension of Constellation Road as a 
shorter route to Vandenberg Air Force 
Base hinged on the development of 
homes to the west of the present Village 
development.

Reviews of reviews of reviews. 
This might summarize the medical 
m onitoring going on in C alifornia 
hospitals. 
"Somewhere along the line there has 
to be an end to reporting,” Lompoc 
Hospital District director Carol Ann 
Johnson said last night. "But it’s a damn 
law, they’ve passed a law on us ” 


Johnson 
w as 
referring to recent 
federal mandates that hospitals make 
sure the care they provide is absolutely 
necessary. 


Hospitals have already been ordered to 
set up "utilization review plans.” in 
which each patient must m eet certain 
criteria before being hospitalized 
The 
length of stay in a hospital largely deter­ 
mines medical cost. 
Now the federal governm ent has 
directed the organization of organiza­ 
tions to review the reviews 


The local agency is The Professional 
Standards Review Organization of Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo Counties 
(PSRO SB/SLO). 


The PSRO-SB/SLO is charged with 
"determining the medical necessity of 
all aspects of patient care.” 
Local 
hospitals, though, may either report to 
the PSRO-SB/SLO or have the PSRO- 
SB/SLO conduct a full review of the local 
hospital. 


“It surprises m e that we have the op­ 
tio n ,” 
H ospital 
A ttorney 
M ichael 
Palm er remarked. 
Last night the hospital board voted to 
have local staff do it them selves 
Dr. 
Sheldon Gee. chief of staff, said a local 
review would allow better communica­ 
tion between doctors and make it "leas 
likely to have prolonged debate over a 
distance of 60 m iles.” 
In addition, Dr. Gee told the hospital 
board that “ the majority opinion of the 
medical society about PSRO is that this 


is going to be an item that will prove 
more costly than beneficial.” 
Director Barry Coughlin, M D., said he 
wondered whether the federal govern­ 
ment is “ really serious about quality of 
care or doing this as a cost-cutting 
measure to further reduce reimburse­ 
ment to hospitals ” 
The new mandated review efforts will 
prove a “horrendous waste of money,” 
Director Johnson said, and complicate 
the "bureaucratic m aze.” 
In other business last night, the 
hospital board accepted two donations: 
— From R obert Y ocum of Sam 
Yocum, Inc,, $650, 
- From Lockheed’s “ Bucks of the 
Month Club,” $1,500 towards a new 
electrocardiograph machine. 
Upon request from Alberta Morgan, 
the board agreed to have the hospital 
meeting agenda and monthly financial 
statement mailed to the library, as are 
the City Council and school board 
agendas

The FBI has been looking for Hoffa 
since he disappeared from the parking 
lot of a restaurant in Bloomfield Hills, 
Mich , where he reportedly was to m eet 
reputed mobster Anthony Giacalone. 
Hoffa tried to return to power in the 
union following his release from federal 
prison in Lewisburg, Pa., where he 
served alm ost four years for jury 
tampering and mail fraud.

Alternative classrooms 
sought as discipline cure

While national surveys are 
finding that student discipline is 
a cr uc i al p ro b lem in the 
schools, Lompoc Junior High 
and its Parent Advisory Com­ 
m ittee are working on solu­ 
tions. 
The junior high this year has 
changed in several ways its ap­ 
p r o a c h 
to k e e p i n g t h e i r 
“ troublem akers” in line 
In addition, the parents com­ 
m ittee is pursuing the pos­ 
sibility of bringing the “ alter­ 
native” or “opportunity” clas­ 
sroom to the school. 
The alternative classroom 
would pull out students with dis­ 
cipline problem s from the 
regular classroom and provide 
them with special help and at­ 
tention in a separate program. 
Some parents feel this would 
also allow the regular clas­ 
srooms to operate with less dis­ 
ruption and distraction. 
However, though a group of 
junior high staff and parents 
have studied and support the 
alternative classroom concept, 
school 
administration 
seems 
wary of the idea. 
Children are in school about 
12 per cent of their days. Vice 
Principal Robert Wiener said 
“ It isn t fair to ask schools in 
that 12 per cent of the time to do 
behavior training as well as 
educationa training.” 
But the junior high has taken 
several new steps, and he sum­ 
m arized them for p aren ts 
Wednesday evening: 
Not only has the Lompoc 
J u n i o r 
High 
p o p u l a t i o n 
decreased by about 400 over the 
last six years, but a change in 
societal attitudes make dis­ 
cipline somewhat easier to han­ 
dle. Wiener said 
“The overt rebellion of years 
past has lessened in comparison 
to the 60s. when dissension was 


so prominent on the national 
scene." he said. 
But he also made the frequent 
modem observation that kids 
just don’t respect their elders 
and vested social authority as 
they used to. 
This year the junior high has 
shortened the lunch period so 
there s less tim e for students to 
get into trouble after they eat. 
Five male teachers regularly 
patrol the school at lunch and so 
become fam iliar with the stu­ 
dents. Two female aides were 
hired to monitor smoking in the 
girls’ room 
Students are allowed a bit 
more freedom this year. as they 
can gather for lunch just about 
anywhere on campus 
Passing periods have been 
cut from five to four minutes, 
thus reducing the “fool around 
tim e.” Wiener said 
In classroom changes, the 
“ learning handicapped” clas­ 
ses handled by re so u rce s 
specialists will now include stu­ 
dents with ‘ behavior d, ; 
orders” as well as students 
once term ed the “ educable 
mentally retarded ” 
Wiener defined a student with 
a “behavior disorder” as one 
without the “ nervous system ” 
required of self-control in the 
classroom , one who cannot 
follow instructions and “ settle 
down to norm al classroom 
routine.” one who disrupts or 
“lashes out physically” at other 
students 
The junior high has also at­ 
tem pted to “ redefine” dis­ 
cipline. Wiener told parents, as 
“any intervention that calls 
upon the student to make some 
commitment to change.” 
Discipline will not be con­ 
sidered just an immediate at­ 
tem pt to halt a particular 
behavior or action, he said 
Teachers and adm inistrators 
will also be called upon to pre-

The teachers who run the 
alternative classroom s also 
should have a background in 
elem entary education.

The alternative teachers hold 
an 8 a m “ rap session” each 
morning and take inservice

The teachers also make five

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Marijuana vote overturning seen 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee’s 
vote to decriminalize posses­ 
sion of sm all amounts of 
marr uana is likely to be over­ 
turned next week, and the 
result may be worse for the 
casual user. 


Dv forcing a vote, Sen. Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., and his support­ 
ers so angered conservatives 
that a stiffer amendment on 
possession of small amounts of 
marijuana will be offered and is 
virtually assured of passage, 
U PI learned today. 


Bayh offered an amendment 
Wednesday to remove criminal 
penalties for possession of up to 
one ounce of marijuana, mak­ 


ing the offense a misdemeanor 
like a traffic ticket and sub­ 
jecting those convicted to a $100 
fine. 
The amendment, tentatively 
passed 6-4, changed a provision 
in the original bill that would 
have legalized possession of IO 
grams of marijuana, about one- 
third of an ounce. 
Bayh's language was more 
liberal in treatment of posses­ 
sion of between one-third of an 
ounce and one ounce, setting a 
HOO fine instead of a $500 fine 
and 30 days in jail. It was more 
restrictive for less than IO 
grams. 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, 
told U PI he was willing to ac­ 
cept the proposal to legalize up 


to IO grams “ as a compromise, 
although I would prefer not to 
have 
any 
possession 
decriminalized in any way. But 
I was willing to go as a com­ 
promise down to IO grams.” 
Bayh's amendment, he said, 
“ flew in the face of the agreed- 
upon compromise, which I 
didn’t agree with anyway, ex­ 
cept to try to help this bill.” 
Hatch said he will propose an 
amendment next Tuesday to 
make possession of less than IO 
grams “ a criminal infraction” 
containing a $100 fine. This 
would give the casual user a 
criminal record — more than 
Bayh’s amendment and the 
original bill proposed. 
Possession of more than IO 


grams of marijuana would be a 
misdemeanor 
as 
originally 
proposed, with violators sub­ 
ject to a $500 fine and 30 days in 
jail. 


The vote for Bayh’s amend­ 
ment was tentative because ab­ 
sent members are to be polled. 
Sources said there appear to be 
enough votes to defeat Bayh if 
all members are counted. It is 
unclear whether a change in the 
outcome will be allowed. 


But even if the full commit­ 
tee’s vote did kill the Bayh 
amendment, sources said 
Hatch would still offer his 
proposal — “ and he w ill win” — 
all because Bayh decided to 
force the issue. 


By bringing the marijuana 
provision up for a vote, Bayh 
apparently jeopardized a deal 
worked out by the b ill’s 
architect, Sen. Edward Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., to win conserva­ 
tive support of the measure, 
considered one of the most 
significant changes in 200 years 
of criminal lawmaking. 


“ If the issue had never been 
brought up for debate, the 
legalization would have gone 
through,” one source said. “ But 
now Hatch will push his point 
regardless.” 


“ It is fair to say Bayh com­ 
pletely torpedoed a very 
carefully worked out proposal,” 
another source commented.

EPA orders ban 
of pesticide 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency today banned the sale 
and use of DBCP. a pesticide 
used on lawns, golf courses and 
vegetables, because it may 
cause cancer and has been 
linked to sterility among fac­ 
tory workers exposed to it. 
“ DBCP poses an imminent 
hazard to the public and to 
farmers and other persons that 
apply it. The DBCP calamity 
again dramatizes the need for 
vigilant, responsible regulation 
of chemical production and 
use.” said EPA Administrator 
Douglas Costle in announcing 
the action. 
DBCP has been used in the 
United States since 1955 to at­ 
tack worms in the soil of many 
crops and on home lawns and 
golf course turf In addition to 
causing sterility or reduced 
sperm count in more than IOO 
factory workers, the chemical 
was also linked to stomach and 
m am m ary 
tum ors 
in 
laboratory animals. Costle 
said 
Even though manufacturers 


— principally Dow Chemical 
Co. and Shell Chemical Co. — 
halted production last summer 
after the sterility cases were 
uncovered. Costle said other 
firms which formulate it into 
consumer products may still 
have some on hand. 
Last summer 14 of 27 men 
who worked at an Occidental 
Chemnical plant in Lathrop, 
“Calif., were found to be either 
sterile or showed decreased 
sperm counts. 
“ Possible residues of the 
pesticide on 19 vegetables and 
fruits may pose a risk of cancer 
or reproductive damage to peo­ 
ple eating them.” the EPA 
said 
“These crops,” the agency 
said, “ are broccoli, brussel 
sprouts, cabbage, carrots, 
c a u liflo w e r, 
c e le ry , 
cucumbers, eggplants, endive, 
lettuce, 
melons, 
parsnips, 
peanuts, 
peppers, radishes, 
squash, strawberries, tomatoes 
and turnips ” 
But Costle said the public 
does not have to stop consum­ 
ing those foods. 
Bell warns against 
vigilante patrols 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Griffin Bell has 
warned that the government 
will not tolerate “ activities by 
vigilante groups of any kind” on 
the Mexican border, according 
to the Mexican American Legal 
Defense Fund 
The fund's executive commit- 
U-e m e t w ith B ell T h u r s d a y to 
urge all available means be 
used to prevent the Ku Klux 
Klan from trying to patrol 
against illegal aliens crossing 
the border and proposed 
“ counter-patrols” by “ Brown 
Berets " 
Vilma S Martinez, president 
of the fund, told a news con­ 
ference afterward that Bell had 
declared: 
“ Activities 
by 
vigilante groups of any kind will 
not be tolerated ” She said he 
meant Brown Berets as well as 
the Klan. 
“ I am not sympathetic 
toward anyone patrolling the 
border who is not authorized to 
do so.” Ms Martinez said. 
Bell said the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service and 
the Community Relations Ser­ 
vice were watching the situa­ 
tion but did not reveal any 
specific enforcement plans, she 


said 
“ We would have hoped that 
Judge Bell would have been 
more forthcoming in denounc­ 
ing the intentions of the Ku 
Klux Klan in order to defuse the 
potentially violent situation." 
Ms Martinez said 
Instead, she said, Bell en­ 
dorsed sn earlier statem en t by 
INS Commissioner Leone! Cas­ 
tillo that the INS “ certainly 
does not encourage, and must 
discourage, patrol of the inter­ 
national border by any un­ 
authorized persons.” 
Castillo added. “ I do not con­ 
sider a private border patrol by 
an organization like the Ku 
Klux Klan — or any other 
private group — a help in any 
way whatsoever. Their pre­ 
sence may even exacerbate the 
problem.” 
Bell himself issued a state­ 
ment in which he said Castillo 
was keeping him “ fully advised 
of developments.” He quoted 
Castillo's earlier statement, 
saying he agreed with it. 
“ I am fully supportive of Mr. 
Castillo's statement discourag­ 
ing patrol of the international 
border by unauthorized per­ 
sons.” Bell said.

WARTBURG, Tenn (U P I) -

49. testified he scaled 
the wall at Brushy Mountain 
State Prison June IO with six 
other convicts because he 
thought that was the only way 
he would win a new trial for the 
1968 King assassination in 
Memphis. 
“ Was he really seeking to es­ 
cape from a penitentiary or try­ 
ing to break into a cour­ 
troom9” defense attorney Mark 
Lane asked the jury. 
“ It was my intention after I 
was out a couple of months to 
get in touch with the U.S. at­ 
torney general, Griffin Bell, to 
arrange for a trial in the King 
case.” Ray said. 
After the verdict, defense at­ 
torneys said they intend to file a 
motion for a new trial and Cir- 
cuit Judge R ay Asbury 
scheduled a hearing Nov. 28 
Lane and local attorney George 
Buxton said they were elated 
because the jury took so long to 
arrive at its decision 
One of the jurors. Pauline 
Neal, said the jury decided 
quickly Ray was guilty but 
some members of the panel did 
not understand the sentencing 
procedure.

to ban the additive. 
Robert Madeira, executive 
director of the Elizabethtown.

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Psychiatrists' views 
'worthless' in court 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Testimony of psychiatrists as to 
the prior mental condition of a 
criminal defendant is “ wort­ 
hless” and should not be per­ 
mitted in court, a National 
Homicide Symposium was told 
Thursday. 
Jay Ziskin. a psychologist and 
professor at the counseling 
center of California State 
University. Los Angeles, said 
psychiatrists do not know any 
more about their subject than 
laymen. 
“ It does not meet the require- 
ments of law for expert 
testimony." he said 
“ It is 
highly unreliable, highly inac­ 
curate. 
“ A psychiatric diagnosis is 


more likely to be wrong than 
right It is even more likely to 
be wrong when trying to assess 
the mental condition at some 
time previous to the examina­ 
tion.” 
Ziskin said he hopes the 
American Psychiatic Associa­ 
tion would move to consider it 
“ unethical” for psychiatrists to 
offer court testimony on a prior 
mental condition because “ they 
do not have the competence to 
do so ’’ 
“ If you need a psychiatrist to 
tell you that the defendant is 
crazy." Ziskin said, “ he isn’t.” 
Ziskin added that studies 
have shown the experts are no 
better at making such diagnosis 
than amateurs. 


American airline 
first noted today 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
50 years ago today the United 
States got its first international 
airline. 
By jet-age standards it wasn't 
much — a newborn company 
called Pan American Airways 
with just two little Fokker F-7 
trimotors flying mail, and later 
passengers, on a 90-mile route 
between Key West. Fla , and 
Havana 
But at a time when Lind­ 
bergh had just flown the Atlan­ 
tic and U S aviation was still in 
its infancy, that first scheduled 
flight to Havana Oct 28. 1927, 
was a major event 


The Key West Citizen report­ 
ed it in detail, noting that 
several hundred persons turned 
out to see the early-morning 
take-off from a dirt airstrip of 
“ the big Fokker" carrying “ not 
far from 13,000 letters in 7 mail 
bags, totaling 772 pounds in 
weight.” 


Pan Am grew from that small 
sta rt to reg u lar flig h ts 
throughout Latin America in 
1930. across the Pacific in 1935. 
over the Atlantic in 1939 and 
circling the globe in 1947.

The New Hampshire House has 
voted to give dying patients a 
chance to die in peace, without 
being forced to use costly life­ 
saving machines. 


By a 197-92 vote Thursday. 
House members overrode Gov. 
Meldnm Thomson’s veto of a 
bill giving legal status to “ liv­ 
ing wills.” documents in which 
a person may provide in ad­ 
vance for the withholding or 
withdrawal of extraordinary 
means of life support in case of 
mortal injury or terminal il­ 
lness 


“ I have personal experience 
with old people who don't want 
to go to the hospital with a ter­ 
minal illness They are staying 
home so they can die peaceful­ 
ly. When the time comes they 
want togo.” Rep. Gene Daniell. 
D-Franklin. said during an im­ 
passioned debate before the 
vote 


Opponents said the measure 
could lead to mercy killings. 


“ As a society becomes more 
and more used to the idea of 
death on request, mercy kill­ 
ings will become more accep­ 
table." said Rep.

However, when she arrived, 
she said, she was told she did 
not qualify as a dependent and 
would have to pay her own 
medical costs as well as con­ 
tribute to household expenses.

a charter flight during a Bangor stopover two weeks ago and 
spent four days sightseeing in what he thought was a San 
Francisco suburb. 
He discovered his 3.000-mile error when he asked a cab 
driver to take him to downtown San Francisco and found the 
fare would be more than he'd anticipated 
After that, the owners of a German-American restaurant 
in nearby Old Town took Kreuz into their home and Maine’s 
residents took him into the hearts 
He’s been made an honorary Rotarian and a member of 
the Penobscot Indian Nation He’s danced at a discotheque, 
watched logging operations, visited a factory and cooked 
hamburgers at a fast food chain. He’s been greeted by Gov 
James B Longley and toured the Statehouse

Prince Charles plays

timated 300 demonstrators 
followed him to three private 
receptions. 
Protesters driving three 
black hearses with signs that 
said 
“ Prince Charlie. Stop 
Killing Irish Children.” circled 
the San Francisco Press Club 
during a reception there for the 
heir to the British throne and 


the working press 
The meeting with some 75 
members of the news media 
was billed as a “ social func­ 
tion.” and the dapper young 
prince, dressed in a conser­ 
vative gray suit, moved about 
shaking hands with reporters, 
trying to converse while televi­ 
sion crews and still cameramen 
jostled to get pictures 
The Prince of Wales went “ on 
the reco rd " for about IO 
minutes, fielding low-key ques­ 
tions about his visit, which he 
described as “ very interesting 
and extremely hectic." 
“ I didn’t think it would be as 
friendly and as hectic as it 
was." he said “ I ve had my 
hand cut by all sorts of ladies 
with long nails ” 


A query about American 
women brought this light­ 
hearted response: “ I have a 
suspicion of American mothers 
who want me to meet their 
daughters.” 
Of the demonstrators, he 
said. ‘‘They're being very 
polite We’ve seen only a few 
demonstrations on this tour. 


Anyway, I ’m used to it, coming 
from Wales." 
The prince went from me 
Press Club to evening recep­ 
tions at the home of the British 
Consul general and at the posh 
Bohemian Club 
About 300 shouting demon­ 
strators placed 13 coffins with 
the names of persons killed in 
Ireland on the sidewalk in front 
of the mansion of Consul- 
General Ian Kinnear

Needs of girls in changing world must be 
met, says Girls Club national director 
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By HAZEL NEU 
“A girl doesn’t get to be 18 and sudden­ 
ly know how to be confident, strong and 
wise without a little preparation,” says 
Edith Blakeslee Phelps, New York, 
national executive director of Girls 
Clubs of America, (GCA) Inc. 
And that, according to Mrs. Phelps, is 
where the Girls Club programs come in. 
Mrs. Phelps is in Buellton for an Oct. 
27-29 Western Regional Fall Conference, 
hosted by the Girls Club of Lompoc 
Valley and coordinated by that club’s 
director, Sandy Skinner. 
Girls Clubs, however, she said, do not 
force programs on a community “from 
the top down.” 
The picograms are available along with 
the training to implement them. 
But the decisions are made at the local 
level because program needs vary ac­ 
cording to area 
Since the girls are involved in planning 
and programs, they must be part of the 
decision-making process, Mrs. Phelps 
said, because of the recognition that 
they're growing up in a very different 
world from the one in which their 
mothers grew up 
“To have the Girls Club ignore that.” 
she said, “is almost worse than no 
program at all 


Recognizing and meeting the needs of 
girls today, she thinks is one of the 
reasons why the Girls Club is the fastest 
growing youth organization in the United 
States. 
One of the needs the Girls Club fills, 
she said, includes pre-job counseling so 
that girls know what the world of work is 
all about. 
Sometimes there is also a link with 
adult women who are doing different 
kinds of work where there s often a 
chance to apprentice. 
“A real effort is made to broaden the 
horizons of our girls,” Mrs Phelps said, 
emphasizing the opportunities offered 
for 
“ c a r e e r e x p lo r a tio n ’' 
and 
acknowledging that nine out of IO of the 
girls will work 
In Girls Clubs, she said, the program 
develops self-confidence and skills so the 
girls have good options in terms of posi­ 
tions as well as getting preparation and 
counseling in a confusing world. 
As a result of her work with GCA. Mrs. 
Phelps recently was elected chairperson 
of the National Collaboration for Youth. 
a group of 12 national youth organiza­ 
tions providing direct services to boys 
and girls age six to 18. 
A cum laude graduate of Smith College 
with an LL D degree from Emerson 


College, she is currently a mem ber of 
Smith s board of trustees and the 
National 
Association 
of Independent 
Schools Commission on Educational 
Ideas. 
Girls Clubs, she says, are concerned 
with equity in funding; working hard to 
make a very clear statem ent that girls 
needs must be seen as im portant and 
that they must be supported by human 
and financial resources of the com ­ 
munity 
Most boys’ and m en’s organizations, 
she said, have traditionally received 
about four tim es as much in term s of 
financial, public, and corporate support. 
The National Girls Club organization 
also is calling attention to girls’ needs in 
public policy issues in Washington to be 
sure there s a point of view that reflects 
the best interest of girls. 
“Girls Club.” Mrs. Phelps says, “ is a 
bridge from the girl herself, to her 
school, to her community, to the world of 
work. to her adult role.” 
And she finds “There s irony in the 
fact that at a time when there’s so much 
focus on the changing role of women that 
there s very little change in the prepara­ 
tion of girls for a very different world ” 
That’s one of the things the Girls 
Clubs are trying to change

Confessed murderer found 
guilty; tags verdict fair 


M O CKSVILLE, NC. (U P I) 
— Daniel R Webster, who told 
a jury he was a “ cold-blooded 
murderer” and would think no 
more about killing them than he 
did his wife, was sentenced to 
death Thursday. He said. “ I got 
just what I deserved.” 
Webster, who had admitted to 
the brutal slaying of his wife 
and asked to be put to death, 
said, “ I think I got a fair and 
just verdict in this court ” 
The slim 51-year-old man 
then apologized to his wife’s 
parents, whom he had threat­ 


ened to kill also, and said, “ I 
am not afraid to die in the gas 
chamber for it (the murder).” 
After Webster s guilty plea, 
the jury of nine men and three 
women had the choice .of 
sentencing him to life imprison­ 
ment or death in the state's gas 
chamber 
“ You’re looking at a cold­ 
blooded murderer and if I had it 
to do over again I would 
probably do the same thing and 
I don’t think I would think any 
more about killing you than I 
did her,” Webster, who has 


spent 22 years in prisons, told 
the jurors. 
The jury deliberated an hour 
and 20 minutes before they 
returned with their sentence of 
death. 
Webster was the second man 
to be sentenced to death since 
capital punishment was res­ 
tored in North Carolina. His ex­ 
ecution was set for Dec. 9, but 
ca p ita l crim es c a rry an 
automatic appeal to the State 
Supreme Court, so it will be 
months before his fate is 
definite

Brazil's richest men and an in­ 
ternational playboy whose af­ 
fair with Princess Ira von 
Furstenberg in the 1960s kept 
gossip columnists busy for 
months — never slowed down 
when he reached 40. deciding to 
abandon the world of business 
for a jet-set social life 
Pignatari died Thursday, los­ 
ing a two-year battle with 
leukemia and throat cancer in a 
Sao Paulo hospital He was 60 
His fourth wife. Regina, and 
his son Julio joined IOO close 
friends and business associates 
for a quiet, unsentimental hour- 
long wake at the hospital Thurs­ 
day afternoon 
In keeping with his wishes, 
his body was to be cremated 
and his ashes scattered around 
his Sao Paulo home 
Pignatari was born in Naples, 
Italy, in 1917. the son of a well- 
to-do Italian doctor 
His 
English nanny called him 
“Baby” and the nickname 
stuck 
The Pignataris emigrated to 
Sao Paulo where his father 
went into the metals processing 
buisiness. 
Pignatari went to work at the 
mill at age 17 and took over the 
plant five years later By the 
time he was 40 he owned a 32- 
firm conglomerate worth mil­ 


lions of dollars and had been 
married twice 
But. according to one friend, 
“ for Baby, life began at 40 
Pignatari said goodbye to Sao 
Paulo in the mid-1950s and took 
up the good life as an inter­ 
national jet setter. 
For the next IO years he left a 
trail of scandal and juicy gossip 
across I,;"* Am ericas and 
Europe, joining the Aga Khan 
and Porfirio Rubirosa as one of 
the most renowned playboys of 
his era 
His love affairs with Rossana 
Schiaffino and other starlets 
made headlines, but his most 
famed liaison came when the 
44-year-old Pignatari met 20- 
year-old Princess von Fursten­ 
berg. the child bride of Austrian 
Prince Alfonse Hohenlohe and 
lauded as one of the most 
beautiful women in the world-.

Vikes' lead 
not safe

For a 24-hour period beginning Sunday, 
the Minnesota Vikings’ 4-1 record looked 
awfully good in the NFC Central Divi­ 
sion, 
especially 
after 
second-place 
Detroit’s 28-7 loss to San Francisco drop­ 
ped the Lions to 3-3. 
Then cam e M onday, or m ore 
sp ecifically, Monday night’s game 
against the Los Angeles Rams. 
The Vikings’ offense just couldn’t get 
going and they were crushed, 35-3 as 
quarterback Fran Tarkenton completed 
only IO of 27 for 108 yards. Tarkenton 
also threw two interceptions and was 
sacked three times. 


Now the Vikings’ perch on top of the 
division seems even more precarious. 
Minnesota travels to Atlanta Sunday to 
face the Falcons, who are not only the 
co-leaders in the West division (4-2) with 
Los Angeles but also have the leading 
defense in the league 
Atlanta has yielded the lowest point 
total in the NFL to date (32), and has 
given up only three touchdowns, two on 
passes and one by a kickoff return. In 
Saturday’s game against the Bears, the 
Falcons held NFL rushing leader Walter 
Payton to just 69 yards. 


The Falcons will have as tough a time, 
however, with Viking veteran Chuck 
Foreman, the third leading rusher in the 
NFL with 404 yards Like Tarkenton. 
Foreman had a subpar day against the 
Rams, gaining just 35 yards. 


Although the Vikings lost a day. in ef­ 
fect. by playing a West Coast game, 
Atlanta Coach Leeman Bennett feels 
Minnesota will try to avenge last Mon­ 
day’s humiliation against the Falcons 
“No team likes to get embarassed like 
that,” said Bennett 


Other drawbacks include the fact the 
Falcons have not scored more than 17 
points a game this season, although 
limiting their opponents to IO 


“I don’t know how much longer we can 
play like this and keep winning,” said 
Bennett. “It will take a supreme effort in 
order to win against the Vikings.” 


On the other hand, quarterback Steve

The trees have been chopped down, anchored with old cables to 
concrete moorings, and appear like long taper V’s where it is 
hoped the bass will spawn and raise their young. 
Bob Gregory, the Parks and Beaches Director, is very much 
enthused over the program, which, if it is a success, will be the 
start of increased bass production in Lopez. 
With the present low water in the lake, conditions are ideal, and 
expense will be minimal, as the work is being done by the Conser­ 
vation Corps under guidance of the D F G. Local sportsmen and 
bass clubs are behind the deal and any help that can be rendered in 
the way of hard work would be appreciated. 
Close to 10,000 persons successfully completed hunter safety 
training in California during September, generally the year’s 
busiest month for the nearly 3,000 volunteer instructors statewide.

WASHINGTON - The Justice D epart­ 
m ent has pieced to g eth er enough 
evidence, insiders say. to indict ex-Rep 
Otto Passm an. D-La., in the Korean 
payoff scandal. But out of compassion, 
government attorneys are reluctant to 
bring charges against the aging, ailing 
Passman. 
He was born at the 
turn to the century to

bare as the table, and 
at IO he was hired out

cash that his K orean ben efacto rs 
allegedly proffered.

He tithed to the 
church and was an active Mason When 
friends were down on their luck, he was 


available tor a loan and a lecture on 
economy and Christian living. 
At age 77. he is beginning to falter. His 
six-foot fram e, once lean and straight, is 
now frail. His voice, once stem with 
righteousness, now quivers. He recently 
spent 27 days in the hospital; now he 
must go back for additional treatm ent. 
He told us that he had refused some 
jewelry that Tongsun Park had once of­ 
fered him The only money he ever ac­ 
cepted. he said, was in exchange for 
watches 
He dealt in antique watches 
and sold “ several” to Park, Passm an 
said Then he added plaintively: "I don’t 
know why people are after me. I am just 
not able to fight any m ore.” 
WATERGATE INCIDENT - There 
are still a few jigsaw pieces missing 
from the W atergate puzzle. The Nixon 
tapes reveal, for example, that Richard 
Nixon hoped to save his own skin by of­ 
f er i n g t h e s p e c i a l p r o s e c u t o r a 
sacrificial lamb. 


The scapegoat he had in mind, ac­ 
cording to the tapes, was his own close 
friend and former law partner, ex- 
Attomey General John Mitchell. It was 
whispered 
around 
W ashington 
that 
Mitchell had learned of the double-cross 
and had turned balky and bitter. 
The real truth, we’ve now learned, is 
that M itchell offered him self as a 
sacrifical lamb He would be willing to 
plead guilty to a felony, he proposed, if 
the special prosecutor would spare Nix­ 
on. 


Mitchell directed his attorney, William 
Hundley, to present the offer to the 
special prosecutor’s office in 1973. 
Hundley spoke to Jam es Neal, who was 
then second in command under Special 
P r o s e c u t o r A r ch i b a ld Cox. The 
prosecutors, however, refused to make a 
deal 
So far as our sources know. Mitchell 
never told Nixon about his gesture 
Footnote: Of course. Nixon was par­ 


doned. and Mitchell is now serving out 
his se nt en c e. 
Attor ney Hundley, 
meanwhile, has made a personal appeal 
to Attorney General Griffin Bell to 
release Mitchell for medical treatm ent. 
“ In typical John Mitchell fashion,” 
wrote Hundley, "he downplayed the 
medical problem when interviewed by 
the probation officer ... I am really con­ 
cerned that the constant pain, the need 
for surgery and the continued incarcera­ 
tion. coupled with all his other problems, 
could be too much even for a strong man 
like John M itchell." 


MERRY 
XXMAS—Exxon simply 
won't allow two X's in Xmas. Like a 
modem scrooge, the giant, multibillion- 
dollar oil consortium has stopped a small 
Dallas firm from selling XXmas cards 
The Horchow Collection, in its 
Christmas card catalog, offered an in­ 
genious card patterned after an Exxon 
c r e d i t 
c a r d 
b u t 
u s i n g 
“ X x m a s 
Greetings” in place of the word Exxon. 
The card seemed harm less enough; it 
might even be considered a free ad for 
the oil conglomerate. But Exxon takes 
itself with such seriousness that it 
threatened legal action. 
“ Exxon’s lawyers took exception to 
it.” explained Horchow s Ms 
Kitty 
Lane, with a notable lack of Christm as 
cheer in her voice. “To try to fight 
something like Exxon, it’s a losing bat­ 
tle.” 


Horchow sent out a letter to custom ers 
who had ordered the card, asking them 
to choose another one “ If Exxon were 
represented by a reindeer instead of a 
tiger.” the letter suggested, "it might 
have been a different story.” 
In New Yor k Ci ty, an Ex xo n 
spokesman confirmed that the company 
had asked Horchow to kill the Xxmas 
card. “ It was clearly a trade mark in­ 
fringem ent.” he told us 
We thought we heard him add: “ Hum­ 
bug'"

As the argum ents in the Bakke case 
flow on before a Supreme Court clearly 
in pain at the prospect of having to han­ 
dle a question so charged with emotion, 
one reflects on several m atters that have 
received insufficient attention, among 
them the awful disadvantage of being a 
formal part of a state organization. 


In an ideal world, 
th e publ i c school 
would exercise rights 
to self-governance no 
less than those of a 
private school. The 
only difference would 
be the source of funds. 
But instantly there are 
objections The atheist 
mother, who objects 
to her child being con­ 
scripted into a session 


of common prayer. That mother made it 
all the way to the Supreme Court not long 
ago and the result was to outlaw the Bi­ 
ble in the public school, even as we were 
making way for Hustler on the news­ 
stands 
Ten years earlier, the Courts were us­ 
ing the argum ent to press their own war 
against Jim Crow, back before the 
legislature acted, in the various civil 
rights acts, to proscribe it. 'Hie argu­ 
ment went roughly as follows: If you own 
and operate a saloon, then you do so by 
sufferance of the state, which grants you 
a liquor license. 
But the moment you accept that liquor 
license, you become, in a way, an agent 
of the state Therefore, in refusing to 
serve liquor to that man because he is 
black, or that person because she is 
female, you are not exercising your own 
right to pick your own clients. You are 


co-opting into an active collusion in your 
bias, the machinery of the state. 
The Bakke case brings on the disad­ 
vantages of the doctrine of State involve­ 
ment. A generation ago efforts were 
made, for the most part successfully, by 
state legislatures to establish “ F air 
Educational Practices Acts.” At the 
University I attended, the adm inistra­ 
tion was adamantly opposed to the pas­ 
sage of such legislation, dispatching ex­ 
pert witnesses to argue that in fact the 
University was not guilty of exercising 
discrimination on account of race or 
religion. But it was implicit in its posi­ 
tion that should the University choose to 
exercise discrimination, it ought to be 
free to do so. 


The great weapon of the state, like the 
weapon of the liquor license in the 
saloon, was the m atter ot tax exemption. 
If the state denied tax exemption to a 
college, the state would in effect close 
the colleges doors 
Eventually, the 
private schools and universities gave up; 
and in due course there was federal 
legislation pre-empting the role of the 
states By that time, federal money had 
burrowed its way into virtually every 
curriculum in the country, and the fight 
was lost 


Mr Archibald Cox, who is arguing the 
case for the Regents of the State of 
California against Bakke, is a very 
bright man who in 1975, well before he 
was selected to superintend the argu­ 
ments in favor of the right of affirmative 
action, wrote a little book — a collection 
of lectures — in which he discussed some 
of his apprehensions about the intrusion 
of the courts in matters best left to 
political and social transaction 
In 


Chapter 3 of that book. Cox looked right 
down the throat of the DeFums case, 
which preceded Bakke. and wondered 
whether the court was competent to 
determine admission standards. 


There is a quite genuine perplexity 
concerning what are the m eans of 
selecting the people who would make, for 
instance, the best doctors. Some medical 
schools receive 40 to 50 times as many 
applications as they have positions 
available. There were more than 42,000 
applications for the 1975-76 class, 36 per 
cent of whom were accepted. Forty-four 
per cent of those admitted had “A” 
averages, and the best medical colleges 
might have selected, had they so desired, 
only students with perfect (4 0) grade in­ 
dices. 


Why didn’t they? Because there are 
other factors. A recently published study 
out of Haverford College asserts that 
ch aracter, values, something called 
“em pathetic skills” are as pertinent to 
personal m aturity and professional com ­ 
petence as academic grades 


If this is so, then can Cox support, or 
the Court proceed to authorize, 
autonomy in admissions standards not on 
the grounds of racial preferment, but on 
the grounds of expen mentation9 


This way out would appeal to the con­ 
servative, who has all along warned of 
the dangers of tying a c a d e m ic 
procedures to the social metabolisms of 
congressional or judicial politics. How 
fine it would be if the Court, surveying 
the problem grandly, would give us an 
opinion that would liberate us from the 
encroachments against true academic 
freedom sanctioned creepingly by that 
Court over recent years.

Quit smoking, added weight 
by lawrence E. Lamb, M.D, 


DEAR DR. 
LAMB —I 
would like your advice. I am 
5 feet 5 and weigh 126 
pounds. That sounds fine, 
but I gained eight pounds in 
four months which all went 
on my thighs and buttocks. 
The weight gain occurred 
because I stopped smoking 
IO months ago. I had smoked 
33 years, and am quite proud 
of myself as I stopped com­ 
pletely in one day and 
haven’t had the desire since 
but I want to eat constantly. 
A month ago, I started 
walking a mile a day and put 
myself on a diet, not a crash 
diet, but a sensible one of 
1200 calories. In a month’s 
time, I put on a couple more 
pounds. A few days ago, I 
found out why. I thought that 
if a half grapefruit was good 
for you, grapefruit juice 
(unsweetened) 
would be 
even better, so everytime I 
thought about food, I would 
drink a big glass of orange 
or grapefruit juice. 
It never dawned on me to 
look up the calories in the 
orange and grapefruit 
juices. I’m afraid if I don’t 
get this weight off now, I will 
continue putting more and 
more on, so I need your help. 
DEAR READER—As you 
already know, an eight- 
ounce glass of orange juice 
or grapefruit juice is about 
90 calories. Assuming you 
drank six glasses a day, and 
you may have drunk more, 
that would be 540 calories a 
day. In a month, that would 
be about 16,200 calories—or. 


the number of calories found 
in four and-a-half pounds of 
body fat. So, if you only 
gained two pounds a month, 
you may have been doing 
well. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-7, 
Weight Losing Diet, that you 
can use as a guide to your 
weight control program. 
Walk every day as that is a 
big help, and the more you 
can increase your walking, 
the better you will do. Others

am not a drinking woman. 
I’m 72, and weigh 145.1 have 
had my gall bladder re­ 
moved 20 years ago, and had 
jaundice 40 years ago. 
DEAR RE ADER—Y our 
doctor didn’t recommend 
anything because he proba­ 
bly thought you were doing 
fine. Fatty deposits in the 
liver may occur from previ­ 
ous liver damage or from 
excessive alcohol consump­ 
tion, or even from eating too 
much fat and no carbohy­ 
drates, or in severe diabet­ 
ics. There are many causes 
for it. 
Yes, it can precede cir­ 
rhosis of the liver. But that is 
not always the case, either. 
You are wise not to use 
alcohol. The only other rec­ 
ommendation I would make 
would be to be sure that you 
get plenty of lean red meat 
in your diet, and your daily 
quota of B vitamins. Other­ 
wise, I would not be overly 
concerned about it. 
DEAR DR. LAMB—I ve 
had trouble with gas on my 
stomach for about a year 
now. My doctor says I eat 
too fast. I have always been 
a slow eater. 
I do not have a problem 
with constipation but do 
have trouble passing gas 
and having a bowel move­ 
ment. I don’t think ifs what 
I eat; it’s anything, about an 
hour after I eat anything. 
It’s very uncomfortable, and 
my stomach makes very 
loud noises which are very 
embarrassing. 
I’ve told my doctor this, 
too 
My stomach doesn t 
hurt, just swells until I do 
have a bowel movement. Is 
there anything you can tell 
me that will help? 
DEAR READER—This is 
a fairly common complaint. 
Every one has some gas or 
air in the digestive system. 
You can’t eat or drink with­ 
out swallowing some air. 
The way a person eats can 
add to swallowing air. Most 
people pa£s the air they 
swallow readily and they are 


not even aware that it has 
happened. Others have real 
problems with it at least IO 
percent of the population. 
Fermentation in the diges­ 
tive system is another cause 
for gas. The classic example 
here is mature bean seeds. 
They contain a triple sugar 
that cannot be broken down 
by digestion and this car­ 
bohydrate ferments releas­ 
ing gas. This also happens rn 
people who cannot digest 
lactose, the double sugar in 
milk. These people find that 
milk and milk products are a 
major cause of gas and 
sometimes more distressing 
symptoms. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 6-8, 
Controlling Gaseousness, 
which will give you a com­ 
plete review of the various 
causes of gas, gas pains and 
what you can do about it.

The loud noises you de­ 
scribe in your stomach are 
caused by forceful contrac­ 
tions of your digestive sys­ 
tem The whole tube from 
mouth to rectum contains a 
middle layer of muscles that 
contract and relax to move 
the food along for digestion. 


The over-active bowel 
sounds suggests that you 
may have some element of a 
spastic colon. When the co­ 
lon goes into spasm from the 
over-contraction of the mus­ 
cles in it, the spasm shuts off 
the opening The food, liq­ 
uid, and gas behind the 
spasm is literally trapped, 
and nothing will happen un­ 
til the spasm is relieved.

If you want the honest to 
goodness, handmade in 
France Ixmis Vuitton goods, 
stick to the hard luggage, all 
of which is made there. Or 
check inside for the label 
that says, 'Made in France," 
because some soft pieces are 
done there, too.

Plants in the 
... 
How to shop for plants 


Shortly a fter Thanksgiving last 
year, I received a telephone call in­ 
viting me to visit a wholesale grower 
in Florida who was in the process of 
sh ip p in g 
so m e 
th r e e 
m illio n 
Christm as cactus to retail outlets all 
over the country. 
With visions of 
blooms by the acre. my cam eras and I 
were on the next available flight to 
Orlando 


When I arrived, everything was as I 
had hoped, with one important excep­ 
tion: 
In order for the Christmas 
cactus to arrive at their destinations 
in bloom, the grower shipped them 
out as soon as the flower buds began 
to show color. 


As my host and I trampled through 
the greenhouses we could see literally 
miles of green, but it took us more 
than an hour to find a representative 
sampling of the blossoms — vivid and 
pastel pinks, reds and oranges, plus 
snowy white. 
In the end we suc­ 
ceeded; I got my story and plenty of 
pictures. 


That night I flew back to New York 
and the next morning I stopped at my 
neighborhood delicatessen 
There, in 
flats on the floor, I saw hundreds of 
Christm as cactus in full bloom, each 
bearing the name of the nursery I had 
visited in Florida 


life means nothing unless that shelf is 
properly lighted 
and

I buy most of my plants from 
retailers who specialize in them, but 
occasionally from a totally unknown 
source. In any event, here are some 
good and bad signs to watch for when 
shopping for plants: 


Good: 
Rain-fresh, blemish-free 
green leaves and healthy looking tip 
growth. 


Bad: 
Dust- or 
grim e -c o v e fe d 
leaves, numerous dead tips, or edges 
tom by careless handling. 


Good: 
A friendly salesperson who 
obviously loves, understands and 
respects plants — someone who is 
more interested in the green you 
carry away than the folding kind you 
leave in exchange. 


Bad: 
Tropicals displayed ort the 
sidewalk in front of a store in cold 
weather. If it’s cold enough for you to 
wear a coat, most house plants need 
to be indoors 


I tell this true story to emphasize 
the fact that plants are being sold to­ 
day by just about every kind of 
retailer imaginable. 
And. as you 
might suspect, quality varies all over. 


The Christm as cactus I found in my 
deli were in robust good health, but 
next door there is a variety store that 
seem s to specialize in half-dead, bug- 
infested plants. 
Instead of throwing 
away my hopeless cases, maybe I 
should strike a deal with this store s 
plant buyer. 


Acutally, what I ’d like to do is nail 
the buyer long enough to have a heart- 
to-heart talk about the responsibility 
plants represent. 
They are living, 
highly perishable merchandise 
Shelf 


Good: A label on each plant giving 
its Latin and common 
names. 
If 
suggestions for proper care are in­ 
cluded, so much the better, but all you 
really need is the correct Latin nam e; 
then you can look up the plant’s needs 
in a book. 


Bad: 
Yellow-flecked, spotted, or 
rusty-looking fronds on a plam — sure 
signs of red spider-mites. 
Also, in­ 
spect all plants closely for infesta­ 
tions of mealybugs, brown scale, 
white flies or aphids

banned the sale of term papers within 
their own boundaries, it’s open game 
for an out-of-state company to solicit 
sales through mail-order pitches and 
campus newspaper ads 
Some companies specialize in 
custom-made papers written to order. 
These of course, cost much more 
than a canned paper off the shelf. 
Tailor-made papers average around 
$6 a page, making the average total 
price around $80 
Cadres of professional writers sup­ 
ply papers for the marketing com­ 
panies and. insiders say, an increas­ 
ing number of university professors 
are writing papers for sale. 
According to Diana Amsden, 
writing about "Fraud in Academe, 
in Phi Kappa Phi Journal, one profes­ 
sor even got back a paper he wrote for 
a term-paper mill. He couldn t con­ 
front the student because he d give 
himself away. 
While it may not be technically il­ 
legal for a student to buy a term 
paper, it is against college and univer­ 
sity plagiarism rules and, of course, 
is an outright fraud and deception on 
the student’s part. 
Aside from the moral aspects, buy­ 
ing a term paper these days can be 
risky 
More and more students are 
getting caught because 
have seen the work before — handed 
in by a previous student. 
One professor recently spotted two 
identical papers and confronted the 
two students. It seems that both of 
them ordered from the same catalog. 
The catalog companies, at least 
some of them, claim they try not to 
send the same paper to the same 
school during the same term. But, 
there are slip-ups. 
And, even if you don’t get caught, 
there’s a good chance that your 
professor won’t like the paper and 
you’ll get a lower grade than you 
would have if you’d muddled through 
on your own. 
Phyllis Zagano, an English instruc­ 
tor at New York State University 
(Stony Brook), purchased two catalog 
term papers as a test and turned them 
in to two other professors. One paper 
got a fail and the other got a C minus. 
"A student could have whacked out 
anything and done better than that, 
Zagano says. 
Zagano offers this advice for stu­ 
dents who have difficulty keeping up 


with the onslaught of term paper as-

Buying ramota f i n 
alarms 


Q. We have a large house and were 
told we need a smoke detector fire 
alarm on each floor. With bedroom 
and basement doors closed, we’re 
afraid we won’t hear the alarm in the 
basement or even the one on the first 
floor near the kitchen. If you can’t 
hear an alarm, why buy it? — Mrs. 
K L., Columbus, Ohio. 
A 
For safety’s sake, everyone 
needs at least one smoke detector in 
the hall by their bedrooms To get an 
early warning capability, having a 
detector on each floor or at opposite 
ends of a long hallway (ranch house) 
is a good idea. 
To solve the problem of not being 
able to hear a far-off detector’s 
alarm, you can wire all of the alarms

together in tandem. When one goes 
off they all go off. 
As a ^ e . th 
means wiring the alarms into your 
house electricity and then wir mg 
them together. You’ll need an electri­ 
cian and this labor will cost as much. 
or more, than the alarms. The whole 
thing, three smoke detectors wind 
together, will cost around $175, 
depending on where you live and what 
kind of alarms you buy. The alarms 
cost around $25 to $30 each and in­ 
stallation runs about the same for 
each 
Another way to solve the_ r^mote 
alarm problem is to buy smoke dete 
tors that can trigger a remote alarm 
in your bedroom or wherever you 
want to plug in the rem° le um*a 
PvroTector in Hingham. Mass., has 
an alarm detector with a remote 
device. 
Three detectors plus the 
remote cost around $100 and can be 
ordered through General Electric 
sales or warehouse centers. 
The remote device can be plugged 
in anywhere there s an electricitv 
outlet. 
You can even plug it in a 
neighbor’s apartment or house when 
you're away (providing the neighbor 
is on the same electric grid system). 
The trouble with the PyroTector 
alarm according to government fire 
specialists, is its sluggish reaction to 
smoke. It works, but it’s not very sen­ 
sitive. they say. However. PyroTec­ 
tor is coming out with a new alarm, 
much more sensitive, next spnng for 
around the same price. 
K F. Industries, in Philadelphia, 
sells a Sav-A-Life smoke detector 
with a plug-in remote warning alarm 
through door-to-door sales teams. 
The cost for three detectors and a 
plug-in remote unit runs around $225. 
This alarm, according to government 
fire experts, is somewhat more sen­ 
sitive than PyroTector s current 
model, but not as sensitive as the 
future model. 
U.S. Safety in Sacramento, Calif., 
sells a detector with a remote feature 
under the Vulcan label for around $225 
a set (three detectors, one remote) 
through door-to-door sales and local 
distributors 
Its sensitivity is about 
the same as the Sav-A-Life model 
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Q. 
A recent article in Business 
Week magazine exposed a debate in 
the smoke detector industry as to 
which type of detector is most ef­ 
ficient 
One group says the phot 
electric cell type is the best. 
The 
other group says the ion type is the 
best. 
Who’s right? - M P ., 
Springfield, Va. 
A. 
They’re both right. 
The 
photoelectric cell type detector is 
usually more sensitive to smoke 
build-up from a smoldering fire (such 
as a cigarette butt dropped on a couch 
cushion). The ion type (which detects 
unseen fire combustibles) is more 
sensitive to flash fires. 


According to the National Bureau of 
Standards, a government agency that 
has tested many smoke detectors, 
both types are good buys for us in the 
average apartment or house. 
The 
amount of time it Ukes for one to 
react before the other is not that 
significant, the bureau says.

Bargain fares to Britain 


Even though those cheap new no­ 
reservations fares are only between 
New York and London, are they still 
an offer a Europe-bound traveler 
can’t refuse? 
Could be. At least for the first time 
ever there are major cuts in a trans- 
Atlantic fare for two types of 
travelers who’ve never had them 
before from big name airlines. 
Namely one-way passengers and 
round-trippers who can’t or won’t tie 
themselves up in advance to a fixed 
schedule. 
Now these customers get a break 
through “ buy now, fly now’’ fares — 
you can’t make reservations, you can 
only show up and hope there’s a seat 
on the day you want to fly. If there 
isn’t room some of the biggest outfits 
in the business will take you for as lit­ 
tle as $145 New York - London, ap­ 
proximately HIO return, which is 
almost $200 less each way than the 
regular $026 roundtrip coach fare. 
Early on, of course, you get to make 
a major decision: Should you go with 
the price-busting “ newcomer’’ and 
fly Freddie, share the air with “ the 
world’s most experienced airline,’’ 
Uke the “on time’’ advertiser or none 
of the above? 
Freddie Laker’s Skytrain sUrted it 
all and with Pan Am and TWA has 
certainly creamed the competition in 
the battle for publicity. 
However, it s also useful to 
remember that there are other com­ 
batants in the great trans-Atlantic air 
war. British Airways. Air India. Ira­ 
nian Airlines, and El Al are selling 
standby seats as well. 
Naturally, ifs to each his own win­ 


ner, but if you’re trying to handicap 
this race here’s how things stack up 
for now: 


PRICES: 
Laker is marginally 
ahead. Skytrain tickets are approx­ 
imately $10 cheaper than the others in 
each direction, at $135 New York to 
London, approximately $105 return. 
Laker also has cheaper movies ($2 vs. 
the others’ $2.50-$3) and cheaper 
drinks (50 cents vs. $1.00 - $1.50). 
On the other hand, the others offer 
free food whereas Skytrain customers 
have to pay extra (for example: $3 
for a hot or cold meal, $2 for a hot 
eggs and sausage breakfast) although 
they can become brown-baggers. 


AMENITIES 
Contrary to some 
peoples’ fears (and other peoples’ 
hopes), Skytrain hasn’t turned out to 
be a freak flight with orgies in the ai­ 
sles nor is it a stripped-down model of 
what every one else has. 
All use 
roomy, wide-bodied planes with the 
exception of TWA, which has narrow- 
bodied 707s doing three of its four dai­ 
ly flights. 
But Skytrain does offer slightly less 
legroom to most passengers. 
Whereas the others have a seat-back 
to seat-back measurement of 34 in­ 
ches generally, Skytrain has 33 inches 
for 227 of its 345 seats — but 34 inches 
for 98 of them, and 35 or more for 20 
(mostly those just behind the parti­ 
tions separating the plane into sec­ 
tions). 
If you care about “ bonuses’’ no 
matter how small, note too that Pan 
Am and TWA offer a choice of two 
movies. 
The others struggle along 
with one 


BAGGAGE ALLOWANCE: Laker 
is way behind. The others no longer 
weigh baggage but instead permit two 
free checked bags plus an underseat 
carryon. Laker’s limit is 44 pounds 
including carryon, with excess 
charged for at the rate of $2.27 per 
pound. 
BEST BETS: Skytrain guarantees 
to have 345 seats each day on flights in 
both directions. 
The others have 
varying allotments and systems that 
mean on some days and some flights 
there will be few or none. 


However, all the airlines do oblige 
by giving at least some information 
on seat av ailab ility over the 
telephone, though so far Skytrain 
seems to be the easiest to get a handle 
on. It gives regularly updated taped 
reports on how many of the day’s 
seats remain unsold to callers who 
dial 212 995-2113 in the U.S. and 0293 
517-777 in England. 


For flights from London, Pan Am 
and British Airways might be said to 
have an edge since for the moment 
they’re selling their standby tickets at 
their in-town terminals, which means 
that passengers don’t have to go to the 
airport unless they’re confirmed and 
ticketed on a flight. Skytrain does its 
U.S. ticketing at its office at 95-25 
Queens Blvd , Rego Park, Queens 
(about midway between Manhattan 
and JFK Airport), but apart from 
these exceptions, tickets are sold only 
at airports. 


CONVENIENCE: The “doors open 
at 4 a m .’’ line that had some

customers barreling out to airports or 
sales offices in the middle of the night 
has so far proved to be something of a 
red herring since latecomers have 
been getting on Skytrain and standby 
Rights as easily as earlybirds. The 
holidays, of course, may bring a dif­ 
ferent story. Meanwhile, Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays look like 
best bets. 
For the moment, Skyrtain won’t 
Uke credit cards - only cash or 
travelers’ checks. All of the carriers, 
though, will allow one passenger to 
buy a ticket for a companion and/or 
his or her family as long as the buyer 
can present all passports. 


Both in the U.S. and England, the 
Skytrain ticket office is off by itself, 
whereas the competition is more or 
less huddled together, making it 
easier to “ shop” for a standby ticket 
and perhaps even select among 
several. 


On the other hand, sometimes what 
you gain on the curves, you lose on the 
straightaway, and Skytrain does get 
many knowledgeable travelers votes 
for using Gatwick Airport in England 
instead of, as the others do, 
Heathrow. Gatwick isn’t as immense 
or as heavily trafficked at Heathrow, 
and scores as well by having a direct 
train connection (every 15 minutes) 
that gets passengers straight into 
Central London’s Victoria Station. 
Of course, for many travelers, any 
fare that lets you “ walk on,” “ walk 
off” with a sizeable price break is the 
greatest convenience since the hot 
comb — and never mind the details.

Repairing rust holes 


by Ray H ill 


Rusty holes in your car are ugty- 
They lower its market value 
Ana it 
you don’t fix them. they just keep get- 


tiTThere*are two ways to fix rusty 
holes — take your buggy to a body 
shop (expensive), or do it yourself 
(inexpensive). 
Either way will im 
prove your car's appearance. 
If you pick the do-it-yourself route 
you can do a satisfactory repair of 
small rust holes. But you can’t do a 
job that’s as professional looking as 
that of a good body shop — because 
you lack the professional’s tools and 
artistry, and the paint you buy usually 
will not be a perfect match for the 
paint already on your car. 
But if you take your time repairing 
the rust hole. you can make it disap­ 
pear. 
The only way you will know 
that something was done to the sheet 
metal is by the off-color paint. But 
there are steps you can take to make 
this problem smaller 
First, from an auto parts supply 
store, or a store that has an 
automotive department, purchase a 
body-repair kit. There are several on 
the market. 
One that I ’m fam iliar with is 
BOND-TITE. 
Where I live you can 
buy a BOND-TITE auto body repair 
kit for S3 45. 
It contains a can of 
plastic body filler, a small tube of 
hardener, a small plastic spreader 
and a small roll of fiberglass screen­ 
ing 
Other kits by other makers are 
similar. 
- 
——-— — - 
Sand the area around the hole to 
bare metal. 
The easiest way to do 
this is with an electric drill and a 50- 


grit sanding disk. If you use a drill, 
wear safety glasses. 
You can also sand the area by hand, 
but this takes longer and requires 
more elbow grease. 
Whichever 
method you use. all the rust must be 
removed from around the hole. Sand 
until you have a couple of inches or so 
of bare metal showing around the 


h°Then, take a hammer and beat the 
metal at the edge of the hole inward 
to about a 45-degree angle. 
lf the hole is bigger than a couple of 
inches, cut a piece of fiberglass 
screening to fit in the depressed 
metal around the hole. When you’ve 
got the screening cut to fit. remove it 
from the hole. 
Now make sure the 
bare metal around the hole is clean 
Apply body filler around the edge of 
the hole (instructions with the kit will 
tell you how to mix the body filler and 
hardener). Then press the fiberglass 
screen through the filler and against 
the metal 
L 
e t the filler harden 
After the filler has hardened (the 
fiberglass screen is now held tightly 
in place and forms a receptacle for 
the body filler you’re about to add), 
fill the hole with body filler and 
smooth it with the plastic spreader 
provided until it s the proper contour 
If the hole is smaller than two inches, 
forget about the screening and just 
fill the hole with filler. 
Now. let the filler dry. Then rough 
sand it with 80 grit paper until it s 
even wiui the adjoining metal. Next, 
apply spot putty (available at auto 
parts supply stores) according to the 
instructions on the tube. Spot putty

smooths out the rough imperfections 
in the rough sanded body filler 
After the spot putty dries, sand it 
with 400 grit sandpaper. Then apply 
primer over the area according to the 
instructions on the can Aerosol cans 
of primer are available in auto parts 
supply stores. After the primer dries, 
sand the primer with 400 grit Paper. 
Then wipe the sanded area with a tack 
cloth (available at auto parts supply 
stores). A tack cloth is just an inex­ 
pensive (45 cents in may areal 
specially treated cloth to remove dust 
and lint.

Then apply paint. 
You can buy 
paint m aerosol cans at auto parts 
supply stores It s supposed to match 
the paint on your car. 
I M y ‘‘suP* 
posed.” because fading of the old 
paint and other variables make a 


perfect match almost impossible 
Anyway, buy a can of aerosol paint 


that’s supposed to match the P3101 
your car and apply paint over the 
repaired area according to instruc­ 
tions on the can. After the paint has 
dried for three or four days, go over 
the freshly painted area. as 
the surrounding area. with rubb ng 
compound. This will help blend the 
two shades of paint together 
With enamel paints, wait at least a 
month before using rubbing com­ 
pound

From the piles of books 
published this fall emerge 
two 
extraordinary 
auto­ 
biographies by two people 
who have led extraordinary 
lives. 
•A Fine Old Conflict" is 
Jessica Mitford’s memoirs 
of orowing up Communist in 
an aristocratic and fascist 
British family; 
a family 
featuring a father who was 
"one of nature’s fascists," a 
mother whose engagement 
book for the year 1937 in­ 
cluded the entry, "Tea with 
Fuhre," a sister who was one 
of 'Hitler’s girls" until she 
shot herself in the head on 
the day World War II was 
declared, another sister who 
marries Sir Oswald Mosley, 
founder of the British Union 
of Fascists (Frau Goebbels. 
Hitler and Goering were 
wedding guests) and still 
another sister who became 
Dutchess 
of 
Devonshire. 
(M itford’s 
fourth 
sister, 
Nancy, is the famous satiri­ 
cal novelist.) 
Not surprisingly, by age 
12, Jessica, called Decca by 
her family, had opened a 
special running-away bank 
account. By age 19, she d 
grown weary of scratching 
hammers and sickles with 
her diamond ring on the 
windowpanes of the family 
estate and so ran off to Spam 
to fight Franco. Her com­ 
panion was her second cous­ 
in, Sir Esmond Romilly, a 
nephew of Winston Churchill 
and an avowed Communist - 
first Decca’s lover and later 
her husband. 
Needless to say, Decca 
was not 'on speakers" with 
most of her family most of 
the time. In fact, in 1943, 
when 
sister 
Diana 
and 
brother-in-law Sir Oswald 
were released from prison, 
Decca wrote Uncle Winston 
pleading with him to keep 
them locked up for the war s 
duration. 
After Spain,Decca and her 
husband eventually landed 
in the U.S. In 1941, Esmond 
was killed in action while 
fighting with the Canadian 
Royal Air Force. Jessica 
then went west to California

Cerf’s real fame, though, 
rested on his uncanny ability 
to publish the best writers 
and the best-sellers of his 
day. In 1925, Cerf and his 
partner launched Random 
House by buying Horace 
Liverright’s

brary Editions" for $215,000. 
Forty-one years later, they 
sold Random House to RCA 
for $40 million. 
'At Random' is largely 
taken from taped interviews 
made in 1967-68 for Columbia 
University’s Oral History 
Program. And so the book is 
vintage Cerf — rambling, 
anecdotal, cliche-ridden, full 
of as many flat jokes as 
funny ones, overflowing with 
adoring adjectives. 
Although nearly 
all of

Dreiser was 
irate because Livem ght — 
who had just announced that 
he’d made Dreiser a hefty 
sum by selling "An Ameri­ 
can Tragedy" to the movies - 
- expected his previously 
agreed upon percentage. 
One of the most am using 
episodes of Cerf’s life was 
his fleeting friendship with 
FDR, after Roosevelt chose 
Random House to publish 
his papers. Unfortunately 
the President’s popularity 
had plummeted because of 
his attempt to pack the Su­ 
preme Court and so the 
volume set of "The Public 
Papers and Addresses of 
Franklin 
D. 
R o osev elt' 
bombed. 
'Anybody at that time who 
had $15 to spend on such 
things as books also hated 
Franklin Roosevelt," Cerf 
recalls. 'A famous old book­ 
store in Boston made this 
offer; "We’ll buy as many 
sets of the Roosevelt Papers 
as you can deliver bound in 
his own skin." Having pub­ 
lished 15,000 and sold only 
7,000 sets, Cerf had Uie un­ 
pleasant task of telling the 
President that his papers 
were about to be remain­ 
dered.
